IN answer to your letter of the 12th of July last, bearing the Dublin post-mark of the 
1 9th of August instant, I have merely to say for myself, that I had been appointed a Butter 
Weighmaster for this town by the Justices presiding at a general quarter sessions of the 
peace held at Ennis, in the county of Clare, the 20th of April 1824, and then entered into 
the necessary requisites to qualify me to fill said office, as appears by my certificate from 
the Clerk of the Peace for said county ; but. Sir, I have to inform you that there is a 
person in this town, without appointment or qualification, who keeps a private beam and 
scales ; who, since my appointment, used his influence with the persons who come to this 
town to deal in the Butter trade, and bring them to his place, (I am sure he keeps no entry 
of any thing) so that I have done nothing in my office in consequence. I know no Weigh- 
master nigher than eight miles of this town; not having any knowledge by whom or where 
appointed, or how they conduct the duties of their office, and as your letter does not direct 
me to any place to make the necessary inquiry, I did not think it prudent to go, or 
delay sending you the account I can give of myself; on receiving which, if you. Sir, 
think it necessary that I should go to the other persons within my knowledge (to make 
inquiry) who, I have reason to think, are regularly appointed, I shall gladly obey your 
directions.

I WROTE you yesterday, and find that the return made to Parliament by the mayor, 
and which had been prepared by his secretary, did not contain the particulars required. The' 
appointment of the Weighmasters of Cork is by a local Act of the 53 Geo. 3, in the mayor 
and common council. As their clerk, I have the opportunity of officially informing you, 
that on the 31st day of July 1813, Parker Dunscombe and Edward Ring were appointed 
Weighmasters, and on the 23d October 1817, Edmond Knapp was appointed one of the 
Weighmasters in the room of William Murray, who had been appointed with Dunscombe 
and Ring, but was then lately dead.

AGREEABLE to the directions contained in your letter of the 4th of August, and copy, 
which I only received on 2d September, I beg to inform you, I was (in pursuance of the 
then Act) duly nominated in the year 1802, under the Act of Parliament, by the Right 
honourable Earl of Meath, Weighmaster for his Liberties of St. Thomas Court and Donore : 
I have personally discharged the duties of the situation ever since. 

The charge on each cask is 2 d. for weighing and branding, and, as directed by the Act, 
and for opening and heading, stripping and taring, and crane-notes, porterage and 
contingencies, a general charge of id. per firkin. 

In obedience to the wishes of the magistrates, who directed the same for the benefit of 
the export trade, three Weighmasters to unite their several weigh-houses in one extensive 
weigh-house ; to these premises I am landlord, subject to a head-rent myself, and which, 
since the year 1802, has yielded me a profit rent of £. 126. 16. 6. ; and should the Legislature 
dissolve the weigh-houses, I beg to impress that I not only lose my profit rent, but remain 
liable to the head-rent.

The undersigned respectfully, yet earnestly, solicits his Excellency’s attention to the 
following facts, as explanatory of the foregoing schedule, and his vested rights. 

In the year 1776, the undersigned’s father was appointed one of the W eighmasters for 
the city of Dublin, when he immediately took a lease of the present extensive weigh-house 
concerns, and expended in its erection upwards of £.2,500; and recently the under- 
signed, conjointly with Mr. Eaton, one of the city Weighmasters, has further expended a 
sum of £. 868. 12 s. 8 d.; these expenditures were made in pursuance and on the faith of the 
several Acts of Parliament, in building weigh-house, warehouses, branding-houses and 
cooper’s stores, &c. &c. 

The undersigned, at the death of his father in 1802, let these concerns to his successors, 
at a profit rent of £.126. 16s. 6d. with a penal covenant for the payment of £.1,000, to 
prevent the removal of the market (which rendered it valuable) from the concerns. 

In the year 1804 the undersigned intermarried, and received a fortune with his wife, and 
vested these concerns, by settlement, in trustees, for the benefit of the issue ; and there are 
issue of the said marriage, seven children.

IN obedience to Mr. Gregory’s letter of the 12th ultimo, I herewith send you a statement 
of the emoluments received by me out of the City Crane, Spital Fields, for the seven years 
last past. 

I beg leave to remark, that, in addition to my weigh-house, (being under the Butter Act of 
1782, and to which the corporation of the city of Dublin appointed me, on the 19th August 
1813, the duties of which I have discharged in person,) it has the advantage of being an ancient 
and established market for the sale and weighing of provisions generally ; such as butter for 
home consumption, bacon, cheese, &c. &c. Under these circumstances, and in order to put 
the Government into the full possession of the nature of the business, I have accordingly made 
up the return of my emoluments, distinguishing my receipts, — first, for butter for export, 
and then for provisions generally.

SIR, 20th December 1828. 

I Beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 18th inst., and in reply, to inform 
you, that in the year 1813 I was appointed Butter Weighmaster of this town by the then 
Lord Lieutenant, under the recommendation of Walter Hore, Esq. of Harpentown. 
Thomas Kilroe, of Taghmon, being a fit and proper person to taste Butter; was sworn into 
that office ; and Andrew Hughes, of Taughmon, was appointed a crane-cooper, all of whom 
execute their respective offices personally. My fees yearly, up to 1824, amounted to about 
30/.; the Taster’s fees, up to that period, amounted to about 15/.; the Crane-cooper’s the 
same as Taster’s, for they received each of them x d. for coopering and tasting each firkin 
of Butter. I received 1 d. for branding each empty firkin, and ‘id. per firkin for weighing, 
when full of Butter. Since the year 1824, the Butter Trade failed in this town, in conse- 
quence of no merchants attending to purchase. My yearly salary since that year, amounted 
to not more than 3/., the Butter Taster’s to about 30s. and the Crane cooper’s the same. 
I have endeavoured to answer your letter as accurately as I possibly could, but should more 
be required, I shall be ready to do so when written to.
